These figures show that this is the largest year in contracts awarded 
which we have had since 1909, being $400,000,000 over 1915, which is the 
next largest year. In the smaller territory, being $15,000,000 over the next 
largest year, which was 1913. For November for the entire territory in 
this table, the contracts awarded amounted to $122,382,000, and for the 
smaller territory $30,275,000. These figures, while they are considerably 
lower than any of the previous months, still show a tremendous amount of 
construction work for this time of year In the smaller territory the figures 
for November beat those of July by a small margin of about a million 


dollars, which is surprising, as July should be one of the largest months 
for construction we have.

Chinese Railways—-Efforts are being made to revive the project of 
railway extension in Anhui Province planned some time ago. Routes 
from Hangchow to Kuangteh and Hweichow have already been surveyed, 
and arrangements are now being made between the Chekiang and Anhui 
promoters and the representatives of the Shanghai-Hangchow Nanking 

y. The completion of this railroad will bring Mokanshan summer resort 
within a few hours of Shanghai, and will also afford transportation for 
the stone of the Shanghai Municipal Pingchiao quarry to Hangchow and 
Shanghai. It is proposed to induce the Government to hasten the building 
of the line, which will be beneficial to all interests in Anhui. Construction 
work on the Canton-Hankow railway has continued despite the war, but 
it will be impossible to push on to completion the section from Wuchang 
to the border of Kwangtung Province, where it is to join with the section 
being constructed from Canton northward. Connection will, at all events, 
be made between Wuchang and Changsha, the capital of Hunan, a distance 
of 225 mi., by the end of this year. Bridging is proving exceedingly 
expensive and difficult, the rise of water from low to high tide being 
about 40 ft., and necessitating unusually high bridges. Some 52 mi. of 
rails have already been laid south from Wuchang, and it is hoped soon to 
operate a regular service
